SectioN 1. At the next spring election there shall be

elected under the provisions of this act from the body of
the electors of the city of St. Paul shall be elected at the
annual elections held in said ¢ity under its charter.

Term of offica. Sec. 2. Two of the commissioners so elected within
the said city, at large, and one of the said commissioners
so elected from the county at large, shall hold office for
one year, and the remaining two from the said city at
large, and the one from the said county at large shall hold
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office for two years; the term of office of the candidate to
be voted for shall be specified on the ballot.

SE0, 3. At each spring election succeeding the elec~
tion of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, there o, . jocia
shall be elected three commissioners, whose term of office term of offise—
shall be two years ; two of the commissioners so to be elect- vhentermto
ed shall be elected from the electors of the city of St. Paul, ™
and one from the electors of the county at large.
